The forest five which started along 


Roberts Run, in the Knobs country 
on Thursday 
afternoon last is still 


burning despite the earnest efforts of 
State Forester W. F. Dague and his 
assistant foresters aided by a crew 
of fifty trained fire fighters. 
The 


long continued drouth has not only 
dried up nearly all mountain springs 
and runs but has made the mountains 
a veritable tinder pile and the efforts 
of theifire-fighters at work have been 
almost entirely fruitless thus far as 
the fire continues to spread in every 
direction. 


The condition is the most alarming 


which has 
confronted the Forestry 


Department since 1908 and unless 
rain or more men come to the rescue 
injury to the State forests will be in- 
curred which can never be repaired. 


Much of 
the district burned " over 


thus far contained a fine growth of 
young timber which had been pro- 
tected from flre for more than ten 
years and the loss in that region 
alone is beyond calculation. 


The flre is spreading, as we aaid 


before, in all directions, and bids fair 
to reach the banks of Trout Run Jbe- 
fore another day is over.

The forest five which started along 


Roberts Run, in the Knobs country 
on Thursday 
afternoon last is still 


burning despite the earnest efforts of 
State Forester W. F. Dague and his 
assistant foresters aided by a crew 
of fifty trained fire fighters. 
The 


long continued drouth has not only 
dried up nearly all mountain springs 
and runs but has made the mountains 
a veritable tinder pile and the efforts 
of theifire-fighters at work have been 
almost entirely fruitless thus far as 
the fire continues to spread in every 
direction. 


The condition is the most alarming 


which has 
confronted the Forestry 


Department since 1908 and unless 
rain or more men come to the rescue 
injury to the State forests will be in- 
curred which can never be repaired. 


Much of 
the district burned " over 


thus far contained a fine growth of 
young timber which had been pro- 
tected from flre for more than ten 
years and the loss in that region 
alone is beyond calculation.
